In  the  case  of  British  Columbia  par  tic  u 
larly  thu  would  take  a big  load  off  thr 
Provincial  Government  and  should  lessen 
the  shift  of  older  people  to  this  province 
At  the  same  time  such  a proposal  present."

This  province  believes  that  the  existing 
basic  pension  of  S40  is  not  enough,  and  adds 
a bonus  of  $10  to  Its  25  per  cent  share  of  thr 
Dominion  standard  allowance 


if  the  Dominion  Government  took  ovei 
the  entire  responsibility,  Including  admini- 
stration now  handled  by  the  provinces, 
could  British  Columbia  continue  to  bonus 
its  pensioners  or  would  they  be  reduced 
to  an  allowance  of  $40  at  a time  when  a 
SoO  pension  Is  barely  enough  for  sub- 
sistence? There  would  be  small  cause  for 
jubilation  among  older  people  here  if  the 
granting  of  benefits  to  an  additional  70,000 
persons  through  removal  of  the  means  test 
were  at  the  price  of  such  hardship  on  those 
now  struggling  to  keep  up. 

The  committee's  recommendations, 
humane  as  they  may  seem  In  the  broad  out- 
luok.  illustrate  the  difficulties  surrounding 
the  whole  problem  of  pensions.  Undoubt- 
edly Canada  would  be  the  better  in  the 
long  run  for  a scheme  providing  one  pen- 
sion for  all  and  centring  administration  of 
it  in  one  government;  yet  it  would  be  a pity 
if  this  resulted  in  a lowering  of  British 
Columbia  standards  The  task  of  the  con 
ference  will  not  be  easy.

apples  was  not  so  easy  a matter  as  it  might  • 
appear  at  this  distance.  Seemingly  British 
authorities  had  to  protect  their  home  fruit 
market,  although  it  does  seem  strange  that 
some  means  could  not  have  been  found 
to  present  them  gratis  to  needy  individuals 
The  cast  of  freight  and  distribution,  paid 
by  the  British  Government,  apparently 
had  to  be  recouped  even  in  a Socialist  wel- 
fare state.  But  why  the  large  profit?  That 
takes  some  explaining. 

The  British  Food  Minister  is  reported  to 
be  wondering  how  he  can  dispose  of  this 
handsome  profit  of  $1,500,000.  There  will 
be  Irony  In  this  situation  for  British 
Columbia  growers  who  shipped  apples  they 
could  not  sell  to  the  very  people  who  after 
all  were  forced  to  buy  them.  There  might 
also  be  a reflection  that  they  should  think 
twice  before  they  make  nnothrr  gift  of  a 
million  boxes  of  apples. 


UNDER  the  direction  of  Claude 
Leavitt,  then  chief  forester  of 
Canada*  Commission  of  Conserva- 
tion, a 400-page  book  entitled  The 
Forests  of  British  Columbia.”  wa* 
published  in  IBIS.  It  was  authored  by 
H W Whitworth  and  R D.  Craig  and 
is  rather  a weighty  work,  dealing  with 
the  forest  situation  in  all  parts  of  the 
Provlnce  prior  to  that  time 
The  introduction  to  that  volume  of 
forest  tacts,  acknowledging  a lot  of 
the  evils  which  had  attended  the  ad- 
ministration of  British  Columbia 
wood  lands,  concludes  with  these 
word*.  "It  is  most  encouraging  that 
an  increasing  measure  of  public  co- 
opet avion  is  being  secured  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Forest  Service  In 
educating  citizens  to  the  value  of  the 
forests  and  it  may  confidently  be  an- 
ticipated that  the  ruthless  destruction 
of  this  wonderful  heritage,  which  has 
caused  such  incalculable  damage  In 
the  past,  will,  in  future,  be  reduced 
to  a minimum  " 

* * * 

Whether  the  extensive  research 
work  indicated  in  that  book  and  Ihe 
worthy  objective  set  by  the  commis- 
sion in  Its  efforts  to  present  a factu- 
al picture  of  this  Provinces  foresi 
resources  were  justified  and  of  bene- 
fit, it  is  still  more  or  less  the  general 
business  of  all  British  Columbians  to 
take  an  Interest  in  their  great  forest 
asset,  seeing  that  the  perpetuation  of 
tree  growth  means  so  much  to  a 
nralthy  provincial  economy. 

forests  of  British  Columbia  ’ pre- 
sents figures  showing  the  amount  of 
standing  Umber  and  the  various  type' 
pertaining  to  all  parts  of  the  Province 
in  the  years  when  the  Great  War  was 
being  fought.  Admittedly,  owing  to 
the  general  policy  followed  by  the 
Department  of  Lands  and  Forests, 
there  are  still  great  forests,  standing, 
despite  the  annual  toll  taken  by  old 
age,  insects,  fipe,  srasonal  gales,  the 
logger  * double-l.bltteri  axes  his  cross- 
rut  and  power-raws. 

Yet  the  present  picture  of  the  coun- 
try Is  not  so  green  as  It  was  in  Great 
War  years.  It  was  my  privilege  even 
before  thai  time,  to  see  some  of  the 
'•and*  timber  cruisers  were  in  the 
habit  of  referring  to  as  "first  growth 
This  didn't  mean,  some  would  qualify, 
that  the  maturr  trees  your  eyes  mar- 
velled at  were  the  first  of  their  kind 
They  would  point  to  the  forest  floor 
with  its  decaying  tree  trunks,  cen- 
tury-old detritus  deposits  and  a new 
growth  struggling  to  get  a place  in 
ihe  light. 

* * * 

British  Columbians  owe  much  to 
tne  forests  where  their  standard  of 
living  is  concerned.  How  long  we  can 
eat  our  cake  and  have  a bit  left  over 
for  another  era  of  feasting  is  a mat- 
ter Tor  wholesale  co-operation  be- 
ween  forestry  administrator*,  log- 
ging operators  and  the  public.  A lot 
of  limber  ha*  been  cut  since  191*  and 
a lot  more  since  I first  climbed  a 
Vancouver  Island  hill  and  looked 
across  mile  upon  mile  of  trees,  all  lush 
green.  Such  scene*  were  close  by,  too 
You  would  have  to  go  a long  way  to 
see  anything  like  that  today. 

Those  were  the  day*  when  hand- 
loggers  combed  the  shoreline,  when 
bullock  teams  hauled  logs  over  short 
skidroad*  and  donkey-engine*  moved 
saw- mill  timber  over  greater  dis- 
tances. Had  logging  been  confined  to 
those  methods  there  never  would 
have  been  a forest  problem.  Endorsed 
by  all  and  sundry,  it  was  the  Intro- 
duction of  the  high -lead  system  a* 
speed  became  the  factor  that  really 
began  the  raids  on  the  timber  land* 
fn  no  time  at  all  provincial  economy 
was  a secondary  matter  as  air -borne 
logs  destroyed  more  young  growth 
than  many,  many  years  of  reforesta- 
tion can  replace  Appalling  la  the  pic- 
ture over  wide  areas  between  Cowich- 
an  Lake  and  Campbell  River.  Bee 
some  of  the  aftermath  of  logging 
yourself  You’ll  agree  we  haven't  givan 
much  thought  to  the  future  and  It* 
posterity.

-jpHE  most  important  fact  about 

* Britain  can  be  stated  in  four  short 
words:  The  police  are  unarmed  This 
would  not  be  feasible  In  Canada  and 
in  the  United  States  It  is  feasible  in 
Britain  because  the  British  people 
have  enormous  respect  for  the  law 
They  are  reputed  to  be  the  most  law- 
abiding  people  In  the  world:  a judg- 
ment which  we.  during  our  stay  there, 
saw  no  reason  to  question 

considering  thr  sinful  and  aggres- 
sive nature  of  a man,  it  Is  almost  mi- 
raculous that  Britain  * 50.000.000  peo- 
ple should  live  together  as  peacefully 
as  they  do  ft  would  be  a great 
achievement  If  they  occupied  a large 
chunk  of  land  like  Canada  or  Aus- 
tralia What  makes  it  a much  greater 
one  is  the  fact  that  they  don’t  occupy 
a large  chunk  of  land  They  occupy  a 
very  small  one.  The  density  of  popula- 
tion In  England  and  Wales  is  750  to 
the  square  mile;  In  greater  London. 
14  000  to  the  square  mile. 

The  police  enforce  the  law  with  lit- 
tle difficulty  because  the  law  scarcely 
needs  to  be  enforced.  Respect  for  law 
and  order,  for  common  decency  and 
tolerance.  Is  the  outstanding  charac- 
teristic or  present-day  Britain  If 
civilization  is  a matter  of.  getting 
along  smouthly  and  pleasantly  with 
the  next  fellow,  then  the  British  are 
very  civilized  indeed 

It  is  summed  up  In  the  queue.s 
Whenever  a queue  seems  necessary, 
they  form  one  NoDody  tells  them  to 
get  in  Jlne;  they  just  do  It  Instinctive- 
ly The  prize— a cup  of  tea.  a theatre 
ticket,  a seat  on  the  bus  does  not  go 
to  the  man  who  shouts  thr  loudest,  or 
pushes  the  hardest,  or  flourishes  the 
most,  money.  It  goes  to  the  man  who 


is  firs',  in' line,  who  has  waited  the 
longest.  Everybody  takes  his  place. 
Everybody  obeys  the  rules  Everybody 
waits  patiently  for  his  turn  to  come 

It  Is  summed  up  in  the  London 
traffic  The  polk*  cannot  poes»o*v 
control  It.  but  that  Is  all  right.  Thev 
do  not  nerd  lo  control  it.  It  controls 
itself.  As  for  horns,  they  are  blown 
only  in  emergencies  The  raucous, 
truculent  honking  of  New  York  and 
Montreal  and  Paris  Is  mercifully  ab- 
sent from  London  street*. 

It  Is  summed  up  In  a notice  we  saw 
hanging  next  to  the  darts  board  ai 
a public  house  In  suburban  London: 
We  win  if  we  can.  but  we  don’t  mind 
being  beaten  ’ That  sign  accurately 
reflects  the  British  or  a:  any  rate, 
the  English— attitude  It  doesn’t  re- 
flect the  American  attitude,  and  we 
very  much  doubt  ir  It  reflects  thr 
Canadian  attitude  On  this  side  ot 
the  ocean.  We  play  lo  win  We  do  mind 
being  beaten 

It  is  summed  up  tn  the  way  thr 
British  people  describe  their  political 
leaders.  If  you  are  a Socialist,  you 
refer  darkly  to  "Old  Churchill"  If 
you  are  a Conservative,  then  It  is  "Old 
Attlee"  who  lx  undermining  the  na- 
tion. The  adjective  "old"  carries  more 
weight.  In  Britain,  than  all  the  swear- 
words put  together  Some  day,  perhaps 
quite  soon,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex 
chequer  will  become  "that  old  Crlpps.’ 
and  then  he  will  be  quietly,  but  ruth- 
lessly. removed  from  office 

It  is  summed  up  in  what  the  police- 
man says  when  he  approaches  a law- 
breaker: We  can’t  have  that,  you 

know  " 

And  when  the  policeman  says  "we." 
that  Is  exactly  what  he  means  He  does 
not  mean  the  Government  or  the 
Army  or  the  police  force.
